“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which’ registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
.carried’on. Said registration may not be made until the person or ' 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention ‘to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk-of the circuit court except upon receiving. 
proof of ‘such publication.”

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Home Made Rocking Bed 
To Ease Dr. Spooner’s Pain 


Dr. D. S. Spooner is being mov- 
ed from Jackson Memorial Hos- 
pital, Miami, to the Everglades 
Memorial Hospital this week and 
when you drop in to visit him take 
a good look at his rocking bed, 
there is none other just like it in 
the world for it was manufactured 
in Pahokee and in record .time.. 

“Doc” had been lying in’a rock- 
ing bed at the Miami hospital for 
a long time, -recuperating from 
the critical leg injury received a 
few weeks ago in a car accident, 
and he was tired of the big city 
and wanted to come home to his 
own hospital in Pahokee where 
friendly, familiar faces would 
always be, close at hand. His Mi- 
ami physician said he could be 
moved but it would be necessary 
for him to remain in a rocking bed 
and it would be impossible for 
the bed‘he had been occupying to 
be moved from the hospital. 

The word spread, "Doc's unhap- 
py at the Miami hospital, he wants 
to come home.” Dr. E. C. John- 
son, who treated Dr. Spooner for 
his injuries before. he was. trans- 
ferred to Miami, and. Mrs. Johnson 
set out to get a rocking bed for 
“Doc” to use at the local hospital 
but their search was fruitless, 
there wasn't such a bed in the 
State, either for hire or sale. 
Meanwhile Dr. Spooner’s impa- 
tience to get home was aggravat- 
ing his condition. 

Dr. Johnson took the problem 
to Louis F. Mims of Industrial 
Steel. After going into a huddle 
with Dr. Johnson over drawings 
and pictures of the bed, Mims and 
his two helpers, Oliver Staples and 
Ralph Sizemore, got a regular 
hospital bed and, starting from 
scratch, began building a “home- 
made” rocking bed that had to be 
mechanically perfect in order to 
be suitable for use. 

Hour after hour, without paus- 
ing for meals or rest, they labored 
with Dr. Johnson close at hand for
